One foaturo of to day's roturns waB tho 
capture tf four Sootch soats in addition to 
three English Boats by tho Conservatives. 
Tho Parnollitea were victorious ia South 
Moath, and tho McCarlhyites unaoated 
James Roohefort Maguiro in the west divis- 
ion of Claro. Muguire is ox-Speaker Pool's 
son-in-law. 

There was a seriouB riot shortly boforotho 
closo of tho poll at KilruBh, county Clare, 
Ireland. J. F. Egan, dynamiter, who was 
recently roleaeed from prisoD, drove into 
High street, whero he was m«t with hoatilo 
orlea of " Down with Egan," " Traitor. " Egan 
defied the crowd and flourished his Btick in a 
threatening manner. Eventually tho dis- 
turbance became so serious that tho police 
oharged tho crowd, who retaliated with 
sticks and stonos. Many persons were 
injured. 

in tho North Landadale division of North 
Lancashire R. Cavendish was eleoted by a 
majority of 703; the Liberals having at tho 
last eleotlon a majority of 777. 

A despatch to the Berlin Lokal Arzaizer 
from Suez Bays that fourteen persons have 
been killed by tho explosion of a boiler in 
a mill Bituated at that place. 

The Brazilian loan has been entirely cov- 
ered. 

A diBpatoh to tho Times from Tientsin 
Bays Japan is dolaying the negotiations for 
a new commercial treaty with China and 
also the execution of tho termB of the con- 
vention relating to the ovaouation of the 
Liao Tung poninaula in the hope that the 
new government of Groat Britain will sup- 
port Japan againab Rueaia. 

Baron Donlngton is dead. He was born 
in 1822, married Edith Maud, daughter of 
the Marquis of Haatinga, who in her own 
right was Countess Loudon. His eldest Bon, 
Earl Loudon, succeeds to tho title. 

It ia announoed that an agreement 
has been concluded at Paris be- 
tween the American and Russian petroleum 
firms by which the kerosene trade of the 
Mediterranean, Sweden and Norway, will 
be given to Russia. To the remainder of 
Europe, Russia is to export 35 per cent, and 
AmojifiStiiS per cent, of the keroaone needed. 

An Imperial edict has been issued grant- 
ing amnesty to all Armenian prisoners. 
Many have already been released. 

Japan demands £7,500,000 sterling addi- 
tional indomnity as compensation for the 
retrocession to China of the Liao Tung 
peninsula. 

Further particulars regarding the sodden t 
at Bouvincs show that Admiral Chateau- 
minera, Lieut. Espinassy and another officer 
and several sailors were watching the trial 
of the HotohkisB guna when the firat oharge 
exploded whilo being inserted in the breach 
of the pieoe. Lieut. EapinasBy's jaw was 
blown off. Ho was otherwise wounded. 
One aailor was killed, and the admiral and 
third offiot r as well aa several sailors were 
slightly injured. 

Walter Pholpa Dodge has written a lotter 
to the Times repudiating tho statement 
mado by Chaunccy M. Depow, who arrived 
last week from New York, that Americans 
favor homo rule for Ireland. Mr. Dodge 
Baya that "whilo the politicians are com 
polled to trucklo to tho Irish vote, many 
Amerioans oppose the policy of separation." 
Mr, Dodgo addB : " I have given what help 
I could to the Unionist candidate for Nor- 
wioh, and many other Americans woro glad 
of tho opportunity to fight homo rule." 

Tho King of Bolglum to day preaontod a 
eob of colors to tho clvio guard, and largo 
crowds uasomblod to witness tho ceremony. 
When the colors had been prosented and in, 
King was starting for tho pulaco his muji-at) 
was assailed with cries ot " Down with the 
school law." The police arrested ton per- 
sons for taking p\rt in thia demonstration 
ap.tiin.at tho King, and tho crowds deter- 
mined to rescue tho prisoners. Finally tho 
polico wero compelled to draw their swords 
and ohargo tho mob, which was evontually 
dispersed, aftor several 1 her arrests hud 
been made. 

A correspondent in Rto do Janeiro tole- 
graphs that advices to tho English legation 
there declare that England claims the island 
of Trinidad as her own. Ono cargo of coal, 
it is reported, has been landed on tho island 
already. In viow of this it was deoldod by 
the Brazilian cabinet to formally protoBt, 
and a nieaBagn to that effect waB at onco 
sent to Brazil's minister in London. Fiory 
articles havo appeared in tho Brazilian pa- 
pers denouncing England for tho appropriu- 
tlon of territory bolonging to Brazil. Thi 
correspondent says that these articles ask 
particularly whoro tho Monroe doo rluo ap- 
plloa now.

San Francisco, July 24.— Theodore Dur- 
rani was In court yesterday morning for a 
short time. His trial for the murder of 
Blanoho Lamonb has been practically ad- 
journed until Thursday to permit tho dis- 
trict attorney to prooure affidavits that ho 
could nob got a fair trial in San Franoiaco 
Durrant was brought Into courb through ro 
gard to the jurors, who had been summoned 
for yesterday morning. The caBe will be 
resumed Thursday morning. 

Diatriob Attorney Barnes is confident the 
e.tcempt to soouro u ohange of venue will be 
defeated. Ho believeB Durranb can socure 
a fair trial hero, an 1 can furnish abundance 
of affidavits supporting his position. Judge 
Murphy will givo tho motion for a chango of 
venue careful consideration, Ho intends to 
be very oaroful in hia rulinga, as the oaso 
will be long and oxpenaive, and ho dooa not 
intend to give a chance for a new trial on 
appeal. Tho police aro searohing for a now 
witness, who, it is alleged, Durrant insulted 
in Emanuel church some time prior to the 
commission of tho horriblo murders.

Dr. McEachran's Highly Satisfactory 
Report as to Ranching in the 
Northwest. 



ARCHBISHOP LANGEVIN. 

His Grace Denies the Statements Which Have 
Been Published as Havlne Boon 
Made by Him. 

Winnipeg, July 24.- (Special)- Arch- 
bishop Langevlu returned to St. Bonifaoo 
to-nieht from Montreal. In an interview 
HIb Grace said tho Catholics of Manitoba 
would not waver In their demands for a 
recognition of their rights regarding separ- 
ate sohools, but in the matter of a compro- 
mise, said His Grace, It remains to be Been 
what it 1b that may be offered. 

" Yonr Graoa is reported as saying the 
polioy of tho Catholics is to bo ' no surren- 
der ' and ' no compromise,' " interjected the 
reporter. * 

That I most emphatically deny," said 
the archbishop. " In an intorview with me 
in Montreal, the reporter of the Star 
has put phrases into rry mouth 
whioh I never used and has printed 
sentiments I never uttered or thought of. 
We are far from taking tho arrogant tone 
attributed to us in that phrase. Wo have 
nob refuaed to treat in thia matter, bub we 
wish to hear the terms proposed. We have 
no wish to stir up strife or make discord on 
the contrary." 

VERDICT OF WILFUL MURDER. 

The Coroner's Jury at Toronto Bring in a 
Finding Against the Accused, 
Holmes. 

Toronto, July 24.— (Special)— The ad- 
journed Inquest on the body of Alioe Pitzel 
was conoluded to-night. But little evidence 
was submitted and there was nothing of a 
new or startling character. The coroner 
charged very Btrongly against Holmes, and 
aften ten minutes absence the jury 
brought in a verdiot against Holmes, 
alias Hudgett, alias Howard, of 
murdering Alice Pitzel in the city of 
Toronto on or about the 25th day of Ootober, 
1894. After the return of tho verdiot the 
coroner made out a warrant for the arrest of 
Holmes. Ib will be placed in the handa of 
the Attorney Gonoral In the morning, and the 
necessary papers will be made out demanding 
HolmeB' oxtradltion. The authorities wore 
to-day put into paesession of a number of 
lettorB and documents which show that early 
in December of last year tho authorities of 
Philadelphia were cognizant of the fact that 
Holmes had made away with the three 
Pit zol children. 



STEAMER ON FIBE. 

Government Tug "Prlnct ss" HaslHcr Ui per 
Works Badly Burned. 

A telephono message was received at tho 
central fire hall ab 9:30 lust evening saying 
that the James Biy boat houao was on fire. 
The department responded quickly and 
found that tho fire waB on board the Domin- 
ion government tug Princess, which was 
lying beside the scows at tho dredger near 
tho boat houae. Tho fire engine waB a ationed 
ab the cornor of Quebec and Menzies Btreeet, 
and 700 feet of hoBO woro laid to the 
Grn. This was rather difficult as the 
dredger waB anchored some little distance 
from tho shore. By this time tho upper 
works of tho boat near tho boilor were burn- 
ing fiorcely and considerable damage was 
done. Tho hoab had steam up, and there 
was a possibility of tho boiler bursting. 
DeBpite bhia faob tho firomon, led by Chief 
Doasy, fought tho fire at oloao rango and 
soon had ib under control. There wero 
about fifteen tons of coal on board, and had 
tho flames reached ib there would 
have been little possibility of saving 
the tug. As it was tho damage is aonfinod 
to tho uppor part near whoro tho fire prob 
ably orlginatod, and will reach in the 
neighborhood of §1,000. There waB no 
watchman on board, and at a late hour no 
ono connootod with tho Btoamer had put in 
an appearanco. - The boat was left in 
oharge of como of Chief Deasy's men.

Prof. Saunders as to the Condition of 

the Crops— Movements of 
Ministers. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, July 24. — Professor MoEaohron, 
juBt returned from the iNorthweBb, haB fur- 
nished tho following report to tho Depart- 
ment of Agriculture : 

" You will bo pleased to hoar that, follow- 
ing on tho mildoBt winter wo havo evor ex- 
perienced since ranching, tho cattle business 
in Alberta is in a most flourishing condition 
Perhaps next to the mild winter aa a factor 
in producing the largo cult crop which all 
the ranches have this year — tho Walrond 
having branded 2,000, thoCoohrane 1,500, the 
Oxley 1,500, and otherB proportionately largo 
— is tho killing of 1,000 wolvea during the 
paab fourtoen monthB, for which the North- 
west territorial government haB paid out 
§8,000. Novor was govornmenb money 
sponb to bettor advantago, as had this not 
been done the wolves wonld have driven the 
stock raiserB out of the bueinoes and the 
country within a few yoars. Gordon and 
IronBides have bought nearly all the export- 
able cattle, amounting to olose on 10,000 
head. During June and July rain fell in 
abundance and grass and water aro plenti- 
ful. Horse breeders are muoh more hope- 
ful ; laree numbers of horeos have been 
shipped F.aat for exportation to BJglum and 
France as well as" to England, and hotter 
prices aro being paid. The Walrond 
ranch company will ship two oar loada of 
nearly pure bred Clyde and Shire geldings 
to Montreal in a few weeks. The sheep in- 
dustry is progressing very Batiefaotorily. 
The ontiro wool crop haB boen sold to 
Toronto firms for satisfactory prices. Sheep 
throughout the Territories aro in excellenb 
health and condition. The scab ia now 
almost completely exterminated. The 
crops in Manitoba are most promising. 
Throughout the whole Northwest there is a 
feoling of confidence and jubilation suoh as 
has nob existodfor several years." - 

The following is a further telegram from 
Professor Saunders, direotor of experi- 
mental farms, relative to the crops In the 
Northwest : " Indian Head, July 24.— Tho 
oropa throughout EtiBtern Asslniboia are of 
very good growth, strong and even, and 
fairly well advanced. Wheab is well headed 
oub. If the good weather oontinues the 
yiold will be very heavy. There is a promise 
fine erops on the experimental farm. 

Hon, Mr. Ouimeb goes to Caoouna to- 
morrow, on Saturday Hon. Mr. FoBter 
leaves for Apohaquai, N. B., and on Friday 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell leaves for the West. 
He will be absent about four weeks, as he 
will most likely go to the Paoifio coast.

A quarrel took place over un alleged 
improper division of the work, and the 
Chlnamon threatened to do up the white 
men. Tho white men evacuated the cannery 
and left the Mongolians in possession. 

The first oarload of frozen sookeyea went 
East yesterday. Thero will bo a oarload a 
week shipped East now until tho end of tho 
run. 

J. N. Drapor appealed from tho decision 
of the Surrey oourbof revision to the county 
oourt, by whioh certain landa of the Surrey 
Dyking Co. were assossod as wild lands. 
Judge Bole gave his decision that said lands 
should not have been asBOBaed as wild lands, 
Tho case will be again appealed. 

Patrick Kane, tho oonvioted murderer, 
was taken from the jail to the penitentiary 
yesterday, tha day that had at hia trial been 
set apart for hia exeoution. He aaid ho ex- 
peotod a new trial and acquittal, and wub 
disappointed at tho result of his brother's 
efforts. 

Thero are some forty children in the 
neighborhood of Queen's Park in a distriot 
which embraces part of Burnaby and part of 
South Vancouver. Thoy are tho children of 
small holders. A school is to be erected for 
thorn if their paront3 agree aa to where that 
achool is to bo situated. Those on tho South 
Vancouvor eido insist on it being on their 
side, and those on the Burnaby Bide Insist 
that It shall be on their side, and in oon- 
aequonco the matter seema a long way from 
adjustment, as rival roootinga are boing held. 

The fruit growers of Chilli wack who have 
lately made experimental shipmenta into 
Manitoba are reported as hopeful of tho 
successful development of thia movement. 
3hould their expectations prove woll found- 
ed a great impetus will be given to fruit 
production in a diBtriot whioh is generally 
considered to be aa well adapted for the in- 
dustry aa any on the mainland of British 
Columbia, though hitherto the people of 
Chilliwaok have found It difficult) to obtain 
a sufficient and stable demand for their pro- 
ducts. 

It is expectod that tho numbor of fishory 
licenses issued by the Dominion department 
in British Columbia thia season will coneid 
erably aurpass all previous records, moro 
than sixteen hundred having been iBBued in 
Now Westminster alone up to Saturday 
laab, whilst many applications wero still 
coming to had. An interesting point in 
connootlon with tho salmon catoh of tho 
Frasor ostuary ia that, for some reason or 
othor, possibly tho oxtonaivo plaoing of 
traps at thb Amorioan Bide of the ontranco 
to the Eraser, has caused very largo num- 
bora of fish to run well into English Bay, 
Vancouver— a thing hitherto unprecedented. 
Tho novel Bight has accordingly boon soon 
during tho last few nighta of a largo detaah- 
mentof tho Balmon Hoot lying in Vancouver 
watora. 

A. W. Vowell, superintendent of tho 
Indian department, on hia visit to tho 
Upper Kootonay mot tho Indiana twioo, 
and aftor a long palaver loft them bettor 
satisfied than thoy wore previously. Mr. 
Vowell pointod out that tho whole of tho 
oast sldo of tho rivor la praatioally opan to 
them, and that, if It Is ever dykod, tho ro- 
sorve must bo Included in tho dyko. The 
Indians would thon have 1,800 aoreB of as 
fine land as there is in tho valley. Tho 
Chief promised that noxt yoar ho and his 
tribe would move over to tho other sldo of 
tho rivor and look out for suitable BpotB for 
themselves. Mr. Alexandor, on the part of 
tho reclamation company, agreed to thiB ar- 
rangement. 

The Dominion govornmont, on tho recom. 
mondation of Indian Agent Devlin, has pro- 
vided three spraying pumpa for uso on tho 
Indian resotvo. Tho Indiana all over tho 
district hovo very fine oroharda, und though 
tho troea are moro or less troubled with In- 
scots and diteaso, tho Slwaahoa cannot bo 
made to understand that ppraying would 
improve tho quality of tho fruit or tho 
health of tho trees. 

In Eitzsimmons vb. Columbian libel suit 
tho plaintiff has asked for a ohango of vonuo 
to Vlotoria.

THE CITY MARKETS. 

Largo Importation of Small Fruits— Butter 
and Eggs— Drop In Prices. 

Fruit stores aro looking their best this 
week and, although tho looal supply of tho 
smaller varieties is somewhat scarce owing 
to the continued dry spell, importations from 
tha American sldo havo supplied all the do 
manda. On an average about half a ton 
of email fruits, principally berries, has beon 
coming in dally on tho Sound steamers for 
over a woek past. Potatoes have also boen 
coming in, and have in consequence dropped 
from a cent and a half to one and a quarter 
oonts a pound. Dairy produce is more 
plontiful and butter and egga in particular 
are choapor. Tho latter aro Boiling at 30, 
25 and 20 cents respectively. In meats 
thero ia a slight over-supply of veal ; but 
apart from thia thore aro no changes. Fish 
is still short in supply. A good haul was 
made on Saturday evening last, but tho run 
then only lasted a ahort time and ainoe a 
scarcity has prevailed. Following aro tho 
current retail quotations :

Hon. Mr. Laurier'8 Insincerity and 
Cowardice Severely Condemned 
by Hon. Mr. Foster. 



The Liberal Party Challenged to Give 
au Honest Expression of 
Their Opinions- 



Continuing hia apoooh in the Dominion 
parliament in reply to Hon. Mr. Lauriet on 
the lDth July, inat., 

Hon Mr. Foater said : As a man who 
claims to bo a atatoamau I put thia question 
t: him (Mr. Laurior)— Can ho as a leader 
of the great party and a commanding light 
In thif) country afford to go through Sve 
yeara of turmoil upon a question which be 
himBolf Bays 1b ahaking Confederation or 
may shake Confederation to its very founda- 
tion and not then inform his people and his 
party as to these fuots ? If hia people in 
the province of Quebec boiiovo these 
schools are ProteBtanC, and if therefore they 
keep from the minority the justice and 
right with reference to that matter ; if hia 
peoplo boiiovo it und are wrong, and my 
hon. friend (Mr. Laurier) knowB they uro 
wrong, his iirst and most) responsible duty 
as a Btateeman ia to tsach them that they 
are wrong unci to eradicate that idoa from 
their minds ; und as a consistent man, if ho 
boliovea that these schools aro in that poai 
ticn, and that therefore thero is a grievance, 
it was his, duty during these five years to 
have been backing up hie people in their 
demand. Neither of these things has ho 
done. He has simply stood under cover and 
shot from b: bind the bushes. Sir, ho had 
another cover. When ho was challenged 
again to give an opinion and to make a 
statement of his views, he declared that ho 
could not do it because thia quoation was 
boforo the courtB and that ho must not open 
hia mouth upon i i while it waB sub 
judice. I beg to inform my hon. friond 
that tho matter has passed through tho 
courts, and has been out of them for the 
lust year nearly, and yot my hon. friond has 
not opened his mouth. (Cheors.) But, sir, 
he had anothor cover still. He entrenched 
himaolf behind this idea which he put forth 
again and again : " Lot tho government find 
its own polloy. It ia not my duty to find a 
policy for tho government." Granted that 
it is not, hut I do hope that It ia his duty to 
find a policy for Ii'b party. It is hia duty to 
the country aa the leader of his party and as 
a statesman to let his voice of truth and in- 
formation go forth to the people of this 
country to load them in un agitation which, 
he says, ia fraught with such danger, to lead 
them in the right way. But up to tho pres- 
ont moment, sir, not ovon a valuable sug- 
gestion, as I have said, bai come from my 
hon. friend, but I will tell you what my 
hon. friend has done. Now in thia year of 
grace, in this present month, after all these 
agitationB, and after these five yoars of 
mental travail, ho has risen to thia height, 
he has plucked up courage, and taken a 
sufficiently definite position to actually 
move the adjournment of tho house on two 
occisious. (Laughter and cheers.) You 
may search in vain tho annals of govern 
ment and parliamentary practice through 
and through to find any similar instances of 
a groat question being to the front and 
agitating men's minds, and threatening 
the peaoe and quiet of the body 
politic, and tho leader of a party, 
who five yeara haB diligently found fiult 
with every step tho government has taken, 
at the end of that period, when he thinkB 
they have made their final, irretrievable 
stop, Bimply plucks up courage enough to do 
what? To define hia polioy ? To propose a 
remedy ? To put against the lack of polioy 
of the government, aa he calls it, a definite 
proposal of his own ? No, sir. He plucks 
up courage enough to try to profit fiom what 
he thinks ia a crisis among his opponents, 
and to sail into power by the poor, miser- 
able, mean artifice of patting the govern- 
ment ont on a motion to adjourn the house. 
(Great oheoriDg ) To that height my hon. 
friend haa risen, and that noble eminence he 
occupies to-day after five years of mental 
and moral travail on ono of the greatest 
sabjeots that haa ever been before the Cana 
dian Parliament or the Canadian electorate, 
Well, air, to day when he aroae to his feet 
this house expected eomothing. On your 
right, Mr. Speaker, expeotancy eat on the 
faces of hon. mombora. On your left a mild 
form of expeotanoy waB observable. Tho 
hon. gentleman's supporters had experience 
of similar occasions, and did not expect too 
mich, (Laughter and cheers.) The coun- 
try, through and through, and tho repre- 
sentatives of that intoreated publio outsido 
who hj.ve thronged the galleries to-day, 
sat listening with bated breath as the 
hon. loader of the opposition rose to 
arraign tho government upon their 
definite and declared policy — to prove 
that that policy wan inefficient, and 
to propose something whioh should Bottle 
this question and epprovo itBelf to tho 
hoaBe and to the electorate as a fair and 
just settlement of tho question. Well, 
what did thoy hoar when ic oamo down to 
the paint of where tho hon. gontlon an oamo 
to sot forth hia polioy ? Thoy listened with 
attontion, and the threo great planks of 
hia policy woro uttered. What waa tho 
first:— "Two years ago I said that the 
government under tho constitution had cor- 
tain powers — that waa my policy." Will 
any man in the world mako out the moan- 
ing of a etatemont llko that ! Uir, I always 
supposed that a policy was a definite s .ato- 
ment of what ought) to be dono and what, 
tho man or the party Has going to do, but 
my hnn. friend has another idea of a policy, 
and he brings up a two-year old musiy 
etatemont which moans nothing, and reiter- 
ates it to day, when all the conntry ia silent 
with expectancy, and declares " that is my 
policy." Bn. he thinks that is not quite fuf- 
fioion to stand upon. A little 
misgiving takes hold I of him, and 
he rosuaoitatea anothor two - yoar - 
eld Btatomont. li Two yeara ago," 
ho says, " I deolarod that this waa a ques- 
tion of fact, and not a question of law 
That ia my polioy." Again one is puz/.lod 
to know how auoh a statement can bo tor- 
tured to moan a deflnito polioy. Yot, when 
tho hon. gentleman gave it forth and Baid 
" that iB my policy," every man of his sup- 
port ohoorod and cheered moat lustily. 
They had got what they wantod — a definite, 
oloir-cut polioy, as cloar, sir, aa the sun- 
light with no shadow upon it utall. Again, 
I ask what is tho meaning of the word 
policy, and how can Buch a statemont of 
moro f>ct be donomlnatod a polioy, and 
cheered by a hundred or moro statesmen at 
tho baok of their leador ? But, sir, my boa. 
friend wants to have a trinity of plankB to 
staud upon. Fooling yot a little insecure, 
ho went a atop further and resuscitated 
anothor old utatomout. Ho said, "Two 
years ago I declared that if tho schools are 
Protestant, then thero ia a griovanco, and 
there ought to bo a romedy. That is my 
policy." Thero you havo it, gontlomon of 
this honse, the country has it. Three 
isolated facta uttered two or threo years 
ago, resuaoitatod to-day in tho faco of a 
#ro»t crisis, when tho hon. gentleman says

Confederation iB shaking to its foundation, 
put toge hor and eohoed and re-ochood, ap 
plaudtd und re-applauded by hia follower 
tne polioy of tho Liberal party upon this 
aohool question. Then ho went on to siy 
"I speak not haBtily, but when I have spoken 
I do not tako it baok." Tho hon. gentloman 
haa been so much In Iovo with the first 
part of tbab proposition of not Bpeakiug 
hastily that ho haB forgotten to speak at all, 
and consiquontly has nothing to tako baok. 
(Laughter and cheers.) Ho tulked about 
tho charge at Balaklava, and gave us aome 
fine rhetoric with reforenco to that noted 
battle, and told us how tho Princo-Gnneral 
who criticised it said that It was magnificent 
but it wau not war, and so I thought of ail 
tho ploasant badinage and tho jibes and 
sneers and the pyrotechnic display which 
gradually led him up to tho statement of 
thia triune policy of his ; as it was said of 
tho charge of Balak'ava, so it might bo Baid 
of this, "Is is magnificent, but it is not 
war." (Laughtor. ) If I were a Frenchman, 
and had good command of tho French lan- 
guage, 1 could say to my hon, friend, " Ce 
u'eat pas magnifiquo, et os n'eat paa la 
guorro " But my hon. friend roBo from 
those ihrco driotl aticka of fact, which he 
denominated hie policy, and declarod then, 
in tragic tones, that something must ba 
done, and done at once, that the country 
was being disintegrated. Then, in the 
name cf heavon, why doea not my hon. 
friond do something? (Laughter.) Hon. 
gentlemon opposite laugh. That is juat 
what I expeotod. I expeoted my hon. 
friendB to laugh at the very moment I men- 
tioned the possibility of their leader doing 
something. (Laughter,) The idoa is ao 
foreign to him, they know their leader bo 
well, that the mere suggestion that he 
shall do something aenda thorn off into 
inoxtinguiahuble laughter. (Rsnewod 
laughter.) But look at tho situation 
now in a gravor aspeot. My hon. friend 
poses ae tho saviour of thia country. He 
cornea filled up with the idoa of a orisis, and 
d-cluroa that aomething must be dono, that 
tho country ia being disintegrated, and that 
Confederation in in dungor. AgainBt him 
stands the policy cf the government. But 
thia is not sutli ilent for him. The situation, 
he cries, is pressing him ; the crisis is great, 
Confederation is in danger, and something 
mu»t bo dona at onoo. Whob ia tbab some- 
thing he proposes to do J Ic is anothor mo- 
tion, not a motion to adjourn the house. 
Thl9 time ho la on higher ground, thia ti.ne 
ha haa a motion which iB going to bring 
li^ht into thia darkness, hopo Into this dee- 
pur, and unity and stability out of this (lis- 
iitegration with which Confederation is 
threatened. What is hia motion ? Ho aaka 
thia houae solemnly but firmly to doolaro 
that thay regret the failure of the govern- 
ment to deal with the Manitoba school ques- 
tion. How? In a manner demanded by 
the beBt interests of the oountry, and, fur- 
thermore, ho ia of the opinion that the min- 
isterial declaration with regard to this ques- 
tion ia calculated to promote a dangeroua 
agitation among the Canadian peo- 
plo. Why, Mr. Speaker, what are the 
two lines of tho government's declaration ? 
Give Manitoba bIx months to settle the 
question hersolf. My hon. friond says that 
that Is dangerous Why he argued for it 
thia afternoon. Ho blamed ua hecauae we 
had not been practising conciliation all the 
time. Bub thero ia another branoh to tho 
queation. That other is that If nothing is 
done to Bettlo thlB mabtor Batiefaotorily, 
legialation will be introduced into thia par- 
liament. Dooa my hon. friend say that that 
ia diugerous \ I ask him that question now? 
(Hear, hoar ) In thia reaolutlnn my hon. 
friend deolaroa thab something ia dangeroua. 
I wanb to know what he deularaB to bo dan- 
gerouB. Tho delay of t'. : months for Mani- 
toba or the remedia ' l< tela; 'on, which, in 
the event of Manitoba i :nu othing, ia to 
ho ir.'roducod hero when parliament meets 
agiin ? Which doeB the Kun, gentleman Bay 
ia dangerous? Or ia it both? My hon. 
friend did nob deign to explain it in his 
Bpeecb. My hon. friend, when ho ia asked 
the question now, remains ailont in his seat. 
How ubso'ulely definite ia tho government's 
policy. Tho governments work for fivo 
years 1b all before him, and yot, when he 
uomc8 to regret that the government ia doal- 
iug with the Manitoba quostion in a manner 
not demanded by the best interests of the 
country, he has no suggestion in hie resolu- 
tion or speech as to what would 
bo tho manner demanded by the 
best Interests of tho country. Nob the 
least. (Cheers ) My hon. friend reached 
to the height of twice moving tho 
adjournment of tho houBC to defeat tho gov- 
ernment, bub to day he reached a still higher 
plane, and ho moved a colorless, catch mo- 
tion, which every man who is opposod in tho 
Ioaat particular to any Btep tho government 
has taken, or who is opposed in tho least to 
throwing a singlo ray of light on thia matter 
could vote for. I challenge my hon. friond 
to pub a motion before the house laying 
down a definite, plain polioy in substitution 
for tho polioy of this government, and ask 
this houae to support it. My hon. friond 
says thab something must bo done, and dono 
at onco. Ho is in a position to do it. Jur- 
isdiction ia voatod in this house. My hon. 
friend can Introduce his bill, his measure, 
and pubmit tho oj.o to the house for its ad- 
option, and this house has jurisdiction to 
make it law. If he and his party have any 
plan, thoy oan pub it into tho shape of legis- 
lation, and this parliament ia in a position 
to paHB UDon thab legislation. Hao ho dono 
that ? Will he do it ? Will ha givo oven a 
auggoation of it ? My hon friend taunted 
ub with boing cowardly. Well, Mr. Speaker, 
wo have pub our poBition plainly and clearly 
boforo this houso, and havo taken our stand 
upon it.

GOING IT BLIND. 

An admission made by tho Times yester- 
day places in a very strong light both the 
ambiguity ot Mr. Laurier'a utterances and 
its own blind subservienoy. It Bays : 

" Then with somewhat silly persistence 
our neighbor calls upon ua to aay whother 
4 non-interference is the policy of the Liberal 
party.' It would be a rare exhibition of 
presumption on our part, as the Colonist 
well knows, to fix a policy for the Liberal 
party. Non-interference ia our own policy, 
but we oannot be impertinent enough to 
endeavor to impose that or any other policy 
on the Liberals as a body." 

This is a naive confession. The Times has 
been for many years a zsaloua follower of 
Mr. Laurier, yet it ia obliged to confess, 
after all the apoeohes that he has made on 
the question, in Parliament and out of Par- 
liament, that it does not know what the 
Liberal Loader's views on that question are; 
iind it clainiB, we believe, to be a member of 
the Liberal party, yet even when urged it is 
unable to say what the polioy of that party 
is on the most important question now be- 
fore tho country ! 

We did not ask our contemporary to " fix 
a polioy for the Liberal party," neither did 
we expect it to impose tho policy of non-inter- 
ferenco, or any other policy, on the Liberals 
as a body. We requeatod it simply to tell 
us whether or not non-interference ia tho 
polioy of that party. Our contemporary is 
unable to give us a plain and straight- 
forward answer to that plain and direot 
question. But our contemporary is 
not alone in its singular and humili- 
ating predicament. There are thou 
sands of eluutors in this Dominion calling 
themselves Liberals who do not know what 
the policy of the Liberal party is on the 
Manitoba aohool question. They are going 
it blind, yet they are ready to declare that 
there waa never ao important a question 
before tho people of this Dominion. 



A STRONG UTTERANCE. 

•Sir C. H. Tuppor in the debate on Mr. 
McCarthy's resolution took a viow of tho 
question whioh seems to have been lost sight 
of by the greater number of those who havo 
apokon and written on tho Bubjecb. To him 
the principlo involved in tho question of tho 
Manitoba schools 1b one of loyalty to the 
Constitution, of good fiith in carrying out 
tho ogreemenb mado botween tho different 
provinces — the federal compact. Hero is an 
extraob from tho Toronto Globo'a report 
tho speooh of tho Minister of Justice : 

Bub Sir Hibbert said that while ho 
thought tho minority could make out a good 
oaao upon tho merits of the soparato school 
side of thoir argument, ho did not nood to go 
Into that, it was sufficient for him to know 
that a bargain had been made, and for that 
they had tho opinion of tho highest 
judgos in the cmpiro. It waa sufficient for 
him to know that a compaot had been mado 
whioh now formed part of tho compact e[ 
Confederation. He claimed to be an ardent 
Canadian, and ho would say to tho house 
that for that Confederation ho wua ready 
to die, either politically or inany other way, 
with tho gontlemen in front of him or with 
those bohind him. Ib was into that fight that 
ho understood tho Government waa commit 
ted, and they would go into it with ai 
about hoarts as any politicians ever went 
into any battle. He appealod to the fathers 
of Confederation as supportors of tho sopar- 
ato school systom us a harmonizing measure. 
He had abundant f iith that when the time 
for action came upon tho polioy enunciatod 
by tho leador of tho Government that it 
would bo prepared to act with all the zeal 
whioh waa necessary. " I know, for 
instance, that in the Conservative party 
there are thoao who do not soe oyo to eye 
with tho party. All tho greator credit for 
tho cause. I am all the moro rejoiced to 
soe that there is a government which ia able 
in theso circumstances, and differing with 
its friends, to staka Its reputation in a groat 
cause. I oannot ooncolve of a grander oause 
to struggle for ; I oannot conceive of a oause 
in which our national reputation is more in- 
volved than this oauao of the minority, 
which la abovo and boyond all a struggle for 
the rights and tho sake of the constitution." 
{Cheers.) 

Nearly evory one who takoa tho aide of 



the Manitoba majority argues aa if the pro- 
vision of the constitution giving the right of 
appeal to the Governor-General in Council 
were a dead letter — a part of the compaot 
which it is their duty to disregard. Is this 
a safo way to treat the Constitution of tho 
Dominion ? If ono of its provisions can bo 
ignored or set at naught ao oan other pro- 
visions, and when tho work of repudiation 
nnco begins, who is to say where it will end? 
Wd Bhould like to hear what oompetout 
men and men loyal to the Confederation 
have to say to the view so forcibly ex- 
pressed by the Minister of Juatioo. 

BRITISH NEPOTISM (?) 

One of tho charges mado against the new 
Salisbury Government is th»t of nepotiem. 
Lord Salisbury, it is said, has two nephews 
in the Cabinot, and Mr. Chamberlain has 
found a place for his son. Tho reply to this 
is that the men aro well qualifiod to fill the 
positions whioh they have been appointed to 
ocoupy, and that tho services they have per- 
formed to the oountry and their party gave 
them olaims to office whioh could not in jus- 
tice be disregarded. With respect to Mr. 
Gerald Balfour's appointment to tho post of 
Chiof Socretury for Ireland, Mr. Georgo \V. 
Smalloy in a very interesting letter to the 
New York Horald on " Lord Salisbury's 
Chosen AidB," Bays : 

" Mr. Gerald Balfour ia tho greateat sur- 
prise of all to outsiders, who include, of 
course, tho general public. Tho cry of 
nepotism was at onco raised. The Radical 
journals raised it of courao. They are so 
hard up for erica that it would be hard to 
grudge thorn thia. But the truth ia that 
Mr. Gerald B-ilfour is appointed Chiof 
Secretary for Ireland, not because ho is Lord 
Salisbury's nephew and Mr. Arthur Bal- 
four's brother, but in spite of theae relation- 
ships. Ho is a retiring man, and his roal 
bilities are little known except to his 
friends and family. Bub Lord Salisbury 
and Mr. Balfour havo ovory opportunity of 
knowing them. They are both good judgoa 
of mou, both capablo of choosing colleagues 
without referenoo to personal partialities. 
Ireland ia oertaln to bo again, aa aho has been 
before, a critical point of government and of 
politics. Ib may at any moment be most 
critical. Ia it conceivable that Lord Salis- 
bury 6hould Bend a man to rule over that 
sometimes Bleeping and often eruptive vol- 
oano, not becauso ho was ablo to rule, but 
bocauso he was hia nephew ? Would he risk 
his ministry to give Mr. Gerald Balfour a 
good poat '! The thing is impossible." 

Besides, it does not appear that from a 
money point of view the Iriah Secretaryship 
is a very good post. A great deal ia ex- 
peoted of tho Seoretary by Dublin society. 
Mr. Morley, the late Secretary, was boycot- 
ted by that society, which is intenaoly Con- 
servative, but it will bo very different with 
the ConBorvative Secretary. A recent Chief 
Seoretary told Mr. Smalley that without 
hia own private fortune ho could cot have 
discharged the obligations traditionally con- 
nected with the position. And it is more 
than likely that this will be the ease with 
Mr. Gerald Balfour. 

We have seen a friondly estimate of Mr. 
Balfour's qualifications for the position of 
Chiof Secretary for Ireland (lor Mr. 
Smalley, though an American, is a sound 
British Tory). Let us seo what the organ 
of tho Opposition, the Duly News, has to 
aay about him. In ita commenta on the 
now ministry tho Newa says ; 

"Mr. Gorald Balfour goes to Ireland to 
take up tho post in which his brother won 
fictitious fame. Whether ho will have hi i 
brother's eaay aucoeas will dopond altogether 
upon whother Ireland ia convincod, as we 
hope ib will be, that the circumstances aro 
tho same, that is to say, that she may have 
tho tranquilizing assurance that her bopea 
of self govornnienb aro not far from realizi- 
tion, whatever Government may bo in 
office." 

Tho Daily Chronicle says : — 
"Ho is, liko his brother, a man of amiable 
character and of considerable ability. But 
we cannob imagine any member of the 
House of Commons losa likely to bring to 
the Iriah office the qualities of statesman- 
ship which tho position demands. Mr. 
Gerald Balfour ia a motaphyaiolan, and ho 
applies to all political probloma an unbend- 
ing test of abstract fitness with the dogmas 
of a hard and obsolete creed. Calling him- 
self a Conservative, he is in reality a Whig 
of tho individualist school. Both on the 
Libor Commission and on the Factory Bill 
Committee ho distinguished himself by hia 
abaoluto refusal to look industrial foots in 
tho faco. In place of them, Mr. Balfour 
unpacked case alter case of mere formula, 
propounded idle conundrums, and gave us 
inBiructive a display of obsolete subtleties 
and non-human economics aa over did duty 
for political jadgment." 

Wo may judgo from theBo adverso criti- 
cisms that Mr. Gerald Balfour ia an ublo 
man who will do credit to the leudor who 
appointed him to perhaps the most im- 
portant post in tho Government. 

INSURANCE MURDERERS. 

Insuranco murdorors are, it aooms to ub, 
the moat cold-blooded, cruel and treuoher- 
oas bolngs that can bo imagined. They are 
fiendishly sordid. They have no natural 
fooling, no oompasslon, no scruples. (Thoy 
sot about compassing tho death of those who 
should bo nearest and dearest to them re- 
lontiossly. Neither age, nor sex, nor kin- 
ship provontB them purauing thoir viotima 
to tho doath. Tho docoitand tho hypocrisy 
thoy display in carrying oub thoir murder- 
ous echomea aro truly amazing. ThoBe mia- 
croanta are not of the ordinary criminal 
clasB ; aome of them, like the Ontario farmer 
HondorBhott, wero, boforo they wore 
tomptod, to all appoarance respec- 
table, harmless, woll disposed men 
and women. Others, liko the fiend 
Holmes, wero educated men who soomod to 
bo honoBbly and diligontly endeavoring to 
earn a livelihood by the pracbice of a logiti- 
mato profession; or liko tho Belgian mur- 
deress, Mario Joniaux, an amiable, affeo- 
tlonato and helpful mombor of society, 
having no othor object than to minister to 
tho comfort and to add to tho happinosa of 
thoao with whom Bhc was connootod. It 
undermines one's faith in human nature to 
find that apparently innooont and useful 
mombora of society oan, whon tho prospoat 
of gaining large sums of money without 
work presepta itself to thorn, beoome fiends 
Incarnate. For this Ib what the man 



Holmes became If be committed the oriinee 
of which ho is accused. Qhe man is well 
oduoatod. He was a schoolmaster in 
New Hampshire, and he afterwards 
became a graduate of the Uni- 
versity ol Miohigan, at Ann Arbor. At 
firat ho defrauded insuranco companies by 
giving out that tho person iusured waa dead 
and thon putting in the place of the man 
supposed to I) i dead a corpse, procured it is 
hard to tell how. It was an attempt to 
carry cut such a ichomo as thia that led to 
the Beries of crimeB that are now attributed 
to him. Pieizil was his partner in busi- 
ness. Pletzel had insured his life for $10,- 
000, and ho entered Into a plot with Holmes 
to defraud tho insuranco company by feign- 
ing death. Holmes took euro that tho 
dtmth should be roal. Ab any rato, Pietzal 
diaappoand and Holmus gob tho money for 
which his lifo had boon insured. Tho cir- 
cumstances wero suspicious and Holmoa was 
prosecuted for fraud. He ploaded guilty, 
and ho is now in prison working out his 
aontenco. Bub tho detectives wero on his 
track. The evidence eo far obtained leads 
to tho oonoluaion thub ho murdered not only 
Pietzel but hia two duughters and his aon- 
Tho bodies of tho girla wero found in the 
collar of a houso whioh ho had rented in 
Toronto. The body of tho boy hau not been 
found, He was lust soon with Holmes in 
Detroit, and it iB believed that ho murdered 
him there. But tho black list of tho alleged 
murdora does not end with thcae four. Ho 
ia believed to have mado uwuy with two 
youDg womon named Williams, whom ho 
met in Chicago during the fair. They left 
Chicago with him for Fort Worth, and they 
have diaappearod. Holmea ia said to have 
got pnaaossioQ of thoir property, which 
amounted to some $SO,000. Ho ia alao ao- 
cuaed of murdering an unfortunate woman 
named Connor and her daughter, and he ia 
suspected of causing the death of anothor 
woman whoso name is not mentioned. Aa 
many aa nine murders are laid to thia man's 
charge, and he la accused of many acta of 
fraud and forgery. 

All the murdora wero deliberately planned 
and coolly committed. His only object in 
killing the Pio'zjl children oppeara to have 
been to got them out of hia way. He gained 
nothing by their doath. Thoy embarrassed 
him and mado his oacapo from justice diffi- 
cult.

SENATOR MACDONALD. 

The First of 15.Cs Representatives to Return 
from the Session at Ottawa, 

Spooking of nfFiire at Oitawa, Senator 
Macdonald yeaterduy romarked that though 
tho session just closed had boon somewhat 
unsatisfactory for British Columbia, It was 
impossible for the government to grant any 
more thia year owing to tho nooesaity for re- 
trenohmont. BusincBS had begun to pick up 
considerably in the East and tho outlook 
was much hotter. Tho Manitoba school 
queatlon had of courso dwarfed almost every 
other aubj-ict, and tho hot woather had mado 
tho work of tho session very irksomo. The 
houao would probably meet again oarly in 
January whon tho Manitoba eonool queation 
would oomo up for settlement. Tho general 
oloctiona, ho thought, could hardly oomo off 
boforo April noxt. Ab to tho general aspect 
of politloal Dfliiira and tho achool question in 
particular, ho had nothing tn acid, as tbo 
newspaper reports bad already oovorod the 
varioua aubjeota thoroughly. Tho Governor- 
General, it waa oxpoctod, would arrive in 
Victoria in Auguat, and would in Soptember 
viaib hia ranoh in tho Okanagan, returning 
to Victoria for a short timo in November, 



Robert Blytho, tho abductor of Belle 
Rookwood, waa yostorday found guilty and 
sentenced to five years in tho ponitontiury, 
tho full limit allowed by law.

1 Blythe enticed from her home in Port 
HadlocK"' was put In tho witneis box, and 
told a stot 4 v tho dotalls of which were simi- 
lar to those given at the preliminary hear- 
ing. Sho etatcd how she hud mot the pris- 
oner at Porb Hadlock, where he, though a 
married man with aeveral children, had 
madelovo to her and promised to got a di- 
vorco and marry hor. Thou Blythe came to 
Viotoria, a correspondenc 5 had gone on be- 
tween tbo two, and ab lust she had r;u 
away from homo and joined Blythe hero. 

Tne prisoner asked her in oroBB-examina- 
tlon whether ho had not, uftor meeting her 
ub the Kingston on her arrival, inquired If 
she did not :ee the sacrifice she was making 
in leaving her father and mother, ond 
pointed out that it waa nob too late for her 
to return homo. Thia the girl acknowledged, 
her reply being, " Robert, I had rather 
atav with you." 

Eugene Rockwood, the father, also told 
tho Bame story as already published of his 
evidence at the preliminary hearing. 

The prisoner had nothing to say in his 
do fence. 

The Court held that tho only doubt that 
arose was aa to the jurisdiction of the court, 
the girl having started from her home on 
the American Bldo. An adjournment of 
half an hour waa then taken to enable the 
Chiof JuBtioo to look over the evidence and 
authorities, the correspondence betwoen the 
prisonor and the girl being pub in as evi 
dence. 

TheChisf Justlao, when tho court ro- 
assembled, addressed tho prisoner. The 
only doubt, bo said, that tho Courb had hud 
was nob as to tho prisoner's guilt, for that 
waa plain, but the toohnical point aa to 
whether the courts of British Columbia 
could deal with thia particular case, the 
girl's parontB residing on tho American sido. 
ThiB doubt, tho Court was glad to Bay, had 
been removed by tho authorities quoted on 
behalf of tho Crown and the facta of tho case, 
whioh went to ahow that tho abduction had not 
been accomplished till the girl had landed 
in Victoria. Tho very questions that tho 
prisoner had asked tho girl went to 
prove this. Ib wob when he pointed out to 
her her ohance of roturn by the ateamer that 
he might havo receded from hia crime. Had 
he chosen then to let hor go home, there 
would havo boen no abduction. But as it 
was, the aotual abduction had taken place 
in British Columbia, and tho courts hero 
had jurisdiction in the matter. The 
Courb failed bo find ono redeeming 
feature in tho prisoner's action. 
The correspondence botween tho prisoner 
and hie vlotim proved that tho prisoner, 
who had boen living in Port Hadlock, waa 
forced to loave there, aB ho waB, ho said in 
one of hio lottora, acouaed of a horrible 
crime. Whether or not there waa juBtifioa- 
bion for that charge tho prisoner thought ib 
boat to como to British Columbiu. The pri- 
soner by hia lottora appoured to havo told 
the girl ho oould got a divorco from his wife 
and marry hor. Lottor after letter was in 
terms diotated nob by tondor love bub by 
criminal sensuality, training tho vlotlm'a 
mind in tho direction of tho prisoner and in- 
ducing her to loave her home and join him 
horo. Ho knew her ago waa losa tnau Iti, 
for sho told him bo in her lettirB, and ho to 
deceive peoplo aa to her ago tuggeBtod 
to hor to wear long dresBOB 
and othorwiso disguiso hor youth. 
Tho crimo of which tho prisoner wis guilty 
was particularly provided against by tho 
laws of this country and of all otherB. To 
invade tho sanctity of the family oirclo and 
bring ruin upon ono of ita helpless mom borswna 
u deodthutstumped thoculprit aa little hottor 
than a Gond in human shape. Thore wuo 
no reason why tho maximum penalty of tho 
law Bhould nob bo imposed, and tho Court 
would therefore sontenco the prieonor to five 
yearB In the penitentiary, tho full extont 
allowed. 

The sentence manifcBtly mob with tho 
public approval, f ar though no demonstra- 
tion waa mado in tho court room, many peo- 
ple as they left tho building woro hoard to 
express them8olvoa In terms of satisfaction 
that Blytho had received the heavioat 
ponulty allowed by law.

Not. long :igo there rustled into tho 
dining room of n hotel in Washington a 
smartly gowned and well groomed young 
woman, the bride of a young army offi- 
cer.

"There wero no Americans in this 
camp save tho miners and a young Tex- 
an, who was my only friend when my 
husband was at tho mines. This boy — 
for ho was scarcely i!) — had shot his 
man in Texas and lied over the border. 
1 knew this, and yet ho seemed human, 
and he was from my country. And so 
he would come and play cards with mo 
and swear at the Mexicans and spit on 
the floor, but he was 1113' friend and of- 
ten stood bet ween mo and Mexican iU- 
tillltS. 

"What you have related reminds me 
of my experience, " said another wom- 
an, who had been listening eagerly to 
the recital, "and goes to prove that no 
matter how far a woman may lie sepa- 
rated from the refining influences of 
dress she yet takes an interest in tho 
subject.

A Dual Iilfo— ISoys Cooks— Fulling IiIoIh. 
Women's Clubs, Etc. 

A certain newspaper woman in New 
York leads ;i kind of dual life. To her 
journalistic) associates sho is one of the 
hardest working reporters on the staff, 
laboring just as many hours as any of 
tho men. To another .sot she is a singer 
in tho church choir, industriously pur- 
suing ;i musicui education. How she 
finds time to take lessons and practice 
several hours a day is a sort of miracle. 
But she is fitting herself for the operatic 
stage and intends to get there. Tho odd 
part of it is that none of her musical 
friends knows she is a reporter, and only 
ono of two of the men on the staff over 
heard that she could sing. Here is an- 
other woman who can keep a secrot. 

"Why take ourselves so seriously?" 
protested a pretty woman at a recent 
gathering when the conversation had 
run into thoughtful channels. "Oh, just 
for a change," answered another. "Most 
of the time we take ourselves so frivo- 
lously. ' ' 

A sample of the new woman in the 
art world is Mrs. Katharine Allmond 
Hulbert, who spends most of her time in 
the Berkshire hills, puts on a short bluo 
serge gown, tramps through all kinds of 
weather, carries her own easel, stool 
and sketching materials, paints when 
it's cold enough to freeze yon stiff and 
thinks nothing of walking six miles on 
a stretch. 

A recent school examination in Now 
York of pupils trained in the culinary 
art disclosed the fact that, tho boys were 
much better cooks than the girls. Evi- 
dently some of these boys are ambitious 
to become chefs and gather in a salary 
about equal to that of the president of 
tho United Slates. Perhaps the lack of 
enthusiasm among the girls was because 
they i" ;. i:d that they would have to be 
a cook fur Mm ie man witli no salary at 
all. Another reason why there have been 
so many poor cooks among women is 
that for centuries nearly all women have 
been obliged to be cooks whether they 
liked it, or not. If nearly every man 
who set up housekeeping had been 
obliged to make all tho windows and 
doors in his house and keep on making 
windows and doors every day before he 
went to the office, thore would bo just 
as many poor ca-penters among men as 
there are cooks among women. Cooks, 
like poets, are born, not made. When 
yon like to do ;i thing, you do it well. 
No wonder women do somo things in a 
poor, slipshod manner. They've been so 
long forced to these tasks when they had 
no heart in them. One of the great mas- 
ters of art was intended by his parents 
for a pastry cook, another for a weaver 
and another for a keeper of sheep. But 
the.se boys had tho courago to rebel 
against authority and do the thing for 
which they were born. Tho girls who 
wanted to run away never dared, be- 
cause the world in those days would 
havo promptly taken them by tho ear 
and thumped them back in their places. 
By all means lot the boys who were 
torn to be chefs cook and don't im- 
agine every girl must make bread any 
more than she m ust make her own shoes. 

How fast our idols are falling ! Will 
Do Ban-as succeed in pulling down from 
her pedestal the gent le Josephine? Well, 
if sho was no better than she ought to be, 
Barras certainly was a great deal worse. 
Ho may ultimately succeed in burying 
himself in the ruins. 

Mme. Blanc thinks it impossible for 
women's clubs in France to lie tho suc- 
cess they are in this country. Who says : 
"No gathering of women in France 
could leave the same animation or would 
take such pains to be agreeable. " The 
fair Gaul needs tho presence of men to 
make her entertaining. No observation 
of this clear headed writer seonis to bo 
of more value than this. It, indicates 
one of the advanced steps of our now 
world civilization over tho old. When 
women give of their best to other wom- 
en, it is indeed a sign of solid progress.

It Will Be Heady In Two Weeks for the Ke- 
ceptlon of Inmates. 

The new provincial home for old men at 
Kamloops Is rapidly nearlng completion, 
and everything will, it ia expeotod, be in 
readiness In two weeks for tho rooepdon of 
Jnmatr8. Mr. J. H. Ritchford, the super 
intocdent, and his staff of assistants were 
appointed some little time oeo, and aro all 
ready to aasumo their rcBpoctlvo duties. 
The following rulos and regulations for the 
government of tho homo woro yesterday 
iaeuod from tho rflioo rf tho Proviocihl 
Socrotary, Hon. Colonel Baker, and contain 
all necessary information : 

1. Kvory Inmate of tho Provincial Hone 
Bhall Hign theso ruloa, and tho fact of hla so 
signing elmll subject him to any or tho penal- 
ties contained therein. 

•1. Inmates shall conduct thormelvos with 
duo respect to tho superintendent and to ono 
another, and shall not nee profano or obscouo 
lacKUuKO. 

3. audi work ahull bo porformcd In and about 
tho premises by the InmalouaB may bo directed 
by the superintendent 

I. Any Inmate returning to tho homo in a 
state of Intoxication, or who frequents saloons 
or places whore liquora aro Bold, or who brings 
or caiisos to be brought, without tho amotion 
of the superintendent, any in oxicatlntJ liquors 
Into the homo ahull bo Hablo to oxpulbion. 

5 When mi ininiiois discharged from the 
home for misconduct, hi) will, if unable to Hup 
po t himself, bo subject to imprisonment under 
tho Vagrancy Act. Criminal Code, Chap. 2J, hi 
and 16 Victoria, 18:)2 

(i. Tho inmaios • f tho homo aro required to 
b clean in their pers ns and habits and to do 
their utmost to keep up I ho respectability and 
tone of tho establishment. 

7 Tho hours for mea s and for putting out 
lights, for rltiog in tho morning and roliringat 
night, shall bo prescribed by i lit) superintend 
out, with thos inction of the Provincial Secre- 
tary, and ahull bo strictly obsorved 

8. No smoking shull bo allowed in the dor- 
mitory. 

!). It shall lie tho duty of tho superintendent 
to ropjro to tho Provincial Secretary any 
Irregular or improper oonduot of I ho inmates 
of tho homo or of any employe about the l.omo. 

10. No Inmate of iho homo shall leave tho 
promisos without tho porinitsion of tho super- 
intendent. 

II. An ininato of tho homo shall, on ndmis 
nlon, duly pay, assign, transfer or set ovor aucli 
money or property ho may possets to I lor Ma- 
jesty tor ho uso of thop r ovincial homo, bj in- 
Btrument In tho Komi F, according to section 
10, chaptor 35, fid Victoria, 1893, nnduny tomato 
who •( quires any property in any manner how- 
Foovor will bo required, ns a condition cf his 
furthor mainlonunco uttho homo, lo assign and 
transfer such p. open y, by tho like instrument, 
toller MajuBty for tho usocf iho Institution. 

12 Nn norron admitted to the provincial 
homo shall, so long as ho lo an inmate of tho 
eamo, bo entitled to voto at any provincial elec- 
tion.
